Outbreak of Scarlet Fever is Now 
Under Control, Says Dr. 
Whitelaw

“An inerease in the number of cases 
measies is noticeable, alihough it 
much less prevalent than last year 
says the health officer, Dr. Whitelaw, 
in iis report for the month of April. 
The health officer added that the 
outbreak of scarlet fever was abating 
gradually, and seemed to be under 
control, Many mild cases to which 
«& physician was not called created a 
very serions condition, especially in 
the Ross Flats district, The co-opera- 
tion of the school nurses and the 
school inspector assisted greatly in la- 
cating these cases, During the month 
81 patients were admitted to the Iso- 
lation Hospital and 24 were discharg- 
ed 
Three deaths occurred, all from ad- 
and incurable tuberculosis of 
. Of four tubercular patients 
di charg . two were improved or 
eured, and two unimproved returned 
to the country, one having since died 
Communicable diseases reported 
during the munth eombered 168 cases, 
There were 140 births and 70 mar- 
ringes.

Tt is 
said to be the eustom of the Com- 
mission to allow the companies to 
make inereases in rates unless 
there are objections from the 
publie, Where only local or 
special interests are affeeted that 
rule may work wellenough, But 
it will not do ina where a 
general inerease affecting all parts 
of the country and all the people 
in the eountry is proposed, With- 
out waiting for a chorus of protest 
from the public, the Railway Com- 
mission should take the initiative 
in this ease, make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the railway — situa 
tion, and tell us authoritatively 
and plainly whether the companies 
are entitled to the inerease or not, 
Vhe public do not want or expeet 
the railways to be run for nothing, 
ov at a loss, but neither do they 
want to be swindled on a false

The lists now coming through 
record the losses in the taking of 
Vimy Ridge. Offieial reports 
both from Ottawa and from the 
front said the losses there were 
unexpectedly small, considering 
the position taken. From this we 
may gather a hint of the enormous 
wastage which must oceur as the 
drive proceeds against positions 
fortified to resist the men who 
could not be stopped at Vimy. 
The fighting now in progress is 
reported as unusually fieree, and 
until the enemy’s spirt is broken 
it must be expected that the hard- 
er he is pressed the harder he will 
fight, and the heavier the losses on 
both sides will be. 


For many months the recruits 
enrolled in Canada have not done 
much more than balance the 
casualties in the less costly treneh 
wartare. If was apparent that 
onee the offensive bheéame econ 
tinnous the losses would far ex 


eeed the enlistments, unless means | 


were taken to put new life into the 


recruiting campaign It was 
hoped that the National Service 
system would be operated with 


this as its primary objective, and 
would be accompanied by a vigor 
ous and sustained effort toe in 
erease enlistments, Nothing of 
the kind was done, and now one 


forces are wasting away at the 
front far faster than reinforce 
ments are being raised at home, 


with the prospeet of the wastage 
continuing at the present or an 
even higher rate for an indefinite 
time. The Government, which 
failed to make even an attempt to 
meet this inevitable situation, 
guilty of eriminal negligenee, 
alike to the men at the front and 
tothe nation. Nor are the young 
men of the country altogether 
blameless for not appreciating the 
situation more correctly and res- 
ponding more freely to the half- 
hearted recruiting effort that has 
been made.

But reeriminations are useless, 
save as they may provoke to ae- 
tion. It is late, but not too late, 
to adopt measnres which  shonid 
have heen adopted months ago, 
There are two courses open to us, 
One is to let reerniting drag as it 
has been doing, and to, allow on 
forces at the front to dwindle 
away as the fighting grows more 
intense and the need of increasing 
the pressure upon the enemy be- 
comes more urgent. That would 
be to put a bitter humiliation upon 
the men who have inseribed a half- 
dozen splendid victories on the 
Canadian banner. Those men de- 
serve to be backed up, not aban- 
doned. And if we do not back 
them up their hearts—and our 
own in the days to come—will be 
all the more sore because they and 
we know it will not be from lack 


of men, There are enough fit 
men in Canada to far more than 
make up the half million our Pre- 
mier promised to put into the 
war, and that number should be 


sufficient to keep the Canadian 
contingent at its present size in- 
definitely, without either over- 
working the men now in the fight 
ing line or sending wounded men 
back to the trenches before they 
are fully recovered, The alterna 
tive is to revive the e ampaign for 
reeruits, and to focus the National 
Service organization on the task 
of making good Sir Robert Bor- 
den’s promise to raise a half mil 
lion men, Will the Government 
do it? Baek of that—do the 
Canadian people want the Govern- 
ment to do it?
